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American  Coin  Scale 

Coins  are  generally  measured  by  the  above  scale;  thus  a Half  Dollar  of  the  present 
issue  would  be  called  size  20,  a Quarter  Dollar  size  1 6,  a Dime  size  1 2,  etc.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


It  is  not  the  age  of  a coin  that  makes  it  valuable,  but  the 
rarity  and  the  demand  for  it.  Thus  coins  oVer  two  thou- 
sand years  old  can  often  be  purchased  for  a very  small 
sum,  whereas  others,  recently  struck,  will  bring  high  prices. 

The  premium  on  a coin  is  what  you  can  get  for  it,  over 
the  face  value. 

When  only  a limited  coinage  of  a certain  year  has  been 
issued,  they  are  often  eagerly  sought  for  by  collectors,  and 
prices  advance  rapidly. 

Frequent  auction  sales  in  our  large  Cities  demonstrate 
the  demand  and  establish  the  approximate  value  of  all  rare 
pieces. 

Tt  is  also  a fact  that  coins  known  to  be  rare,  increase  in 
value  from  year  to  year,  thus  proving  a very  good  invest- 
ment. 

Never  clean  or  scour  coins  you  wish  to  sell,  as  this  often 
ruins  them,  and  you  can  obtain  better  prices  for  specimens 
offered  as  found,  no  matter  how  green  or  black  they 
may  be.

NUMISMATIC  TERMS 
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Coins  are  pieces  of  metal  designed  for  circulation  as 
money.  They  are  usually  struck  from  dies,  and  bear  an 
impressed  device. 

Medals  are  metal  pieces  struck  from  dies,  usually  to 
commemorate  some  person,  place,  or  event,  but  not  in- 
tended to  use  as  money. 

Tokens  are  generally  struck  in  copper,  imitating  the  size 
of  a current  coin  of  the  time  and  country,  and  issued  by 
a private  individual  or  firm. 

Obverse  means  the  head  or  face  of  the  coin ; the  side 
having  the  principal  device  and  generally  the  date. 

Reverse  means  the  tail  or  back  of  the  coin,  the  less 
important  side. 

Flowing  Hair  denotes  the  hair  flowing  loosely  at  the 
back  of  the  head. 

Liberty  Cap  denotes  a bust  supporting  a pole,  on  which 
is  mounted  a cap  of  liberty. 

Fillet  Head  denotes  the  hair  tied  in  a knot  at  the  back 
of  the  head. 

Turban  Head  denotes  a head  surmounted  by  a turban 
inscribed  “Liberty/’ 

Field.  The  blank  space  forming  a background  for  the 
design  of  the  coin. 

Type.  The  principal  device  or  object  represented  on  a 
coin. 

Legend  means  the  reading  on  the  coin. 

The  Inscription  means  all  names,  legends,  titles,  etc.,  on 
the  coin  or  medal.  It  is  a general  term. 

Lettered  Edge.  Coins  with  inscription  around  edge. 

Milled  Edge.  Prior  to  1836,  the  one-half  do’lars  were 
coined  with  the  lettered  edge;  later  with  milled  or  ribbed 
edge,  as  they  are  today. 

Dies.  A thick  die  sometimes  has  lettering  on  the  edge 
of  the  coin ; a thin  die  has  none. 

Exergue.  The  lower  portion  of  the  area  of  a coin 
beneath  the  type  and  separated  from  the  rest  of  the  field 
by  a horizontal  line. 

Symbols.  Small  objects  or  ornaments  represented  either 
in  the  field  or  the  exergue  as  adjuncts  to  the  main  type. 

TncusE.  That  portion  of  a coin  sunk  below  surface. 
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NUMISMATIC  TERMS 


First  Regular  Coinage  denotes  the  first  year  a coin 
was  issued  for  circulation. 

Patterns  are  experimental  coins  struck  off  by  +he  mint 
which  are  not  put  into  circulation,  the  designs  being  pre- 
pared by  direction  of  Congress,  whose  Committee  accept 
or  reject  the  new  devices.  Rejected  designs  art  vety  rare 
and  much  in  demand. 

Varieties  means  when  two  coins  of  same  value  and 
period  vary  slightly,  as  in  size  of  letters,  date,  etc. 

Re-Strikes  are  coins  struck  from  the  original  dies,  but 
at  a later  period  than  date  on  coin. 

Over-Date.  When  a die  made  in  one  year  is  used  at 
a later  date  by  re-engraving  one  figure  over  another,  the 
pieces  struck  therefrom  are  said  to  be  “over-dates.”  For 
instance,  the  same  die  from  which  the  *4  cents  of  1800 
were  struck  was  used  in  1802  by  sinking  a 2 over  the  0, 
and  portions  of  the  later  figure  are  plainly  visable. 

Proofs  are  coins  struck  from  a specially  polished  die, 
using  a planchet  polished  to  a mirror  brightness. 

Mint  Marks  consist  of  small  letters,  generally  on  the 
Rev.  of  the  coin,  to  designate  the  place  of  mintage. 

Coins  made  at  the  Philadelphia  (Parent  Mint)  bear  no 
mint  mark.

Spanish  and  Mexican  Coins  are  not  wanted,  except 
at  metal  value,  even  though  dating  back  125  years. 

TO  CORRESPONDENTS 

We  are  always  willing  to  reply  to  letters  regarding 
coins  if  stamp  is  enclosed,  but  we  request  that,  before 
writing,  correspondents  make  sure  that  the  informa- 
tion sought  is  not  in  this  book. 
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The  first  settlers  of  New  England  found  great  difficulty  in 
obtaining  the  means  for  trade  and  barter,  for  having  brought 
little  money  to  this  country,  their  resources  soon  became  ex- 
hausted. 

In  their  extremity  they  were  obliged  to  adopt  Indian  Wam- 
pum, which  was  made  of  cylindrical  pieces  of  the  shells  ol 
testacores,  varying  from  a quarter  to  half  an  inch  in  length, 
and  generally  formed  into  belts. 

The  General  Court  of  Massachusetts,  Nov.  15,  1637,  ordered 
“that  wampum  should  pass  at  six  a penny  for  any  sum  under 
12d.”  Oct.  7,  1640,  the  same  Court  also  ordered  “that  white 
wampum  should  pass  at  4 a penny,  blue  at  2 a penny,  etc.” 
Not  until  1661  was  the  Law  authorizing  its  use  as  legal 
tender  repealed.  In  Pennsylvania  at  an  early  period  its  use 
was  sanctioned  at  10  shillings  a fathom.  Musket  balls  were 
also  used  as  currency,  and  in  1644  passed  in  Massachusetts 
for  a farthing  apiece. 

The  earliest  coins  struck  on  this  continent  were  those  of 
Mexico,  where  a mint  was  established  in  1535,  and  the  first 
in  the  Colonies,  1616,  were  the  Sommer  Island  (now  Ber- 
muda) series,  which,  being  then  a part  of  the  Colony  of  Vir- 
ginia, heads  the  United  States  Series. 

These  were  followed  in  1652  by  the  New  England  and 
Massachusetts  silver  shillings  and  smaller  denominations, 
both  of  which  eminated  from  the  same  source.  The  first 
being  easily  clipped  and  counterfeited,  were  soon  objected  to 
and  within  the  year  replaced  by  the  Willow,  Oak  and  Pine 
Tree  Series.  Of  these,  the  Willow  Tree  design  is  supposed 
to  have  been  struck  first,  and  the  Pine  Tree  last;  the  issue, 
however,  was  continued  for  nearly  30  years,  all  being  dated 
either  1650-1652  or  1662,  and  coined  in  the  Boston  (Mass.) 
Mint. 

Maryland  followed  with  the  Lord  Baltimore  Series  in  1659, 
and  was  succeeded  by  New  Jersey,  Carolina,  New  York,  etc. 

Shortly  after  the  Revolutionary  War,  coppers  were  struck 
quite  generally  by  the  States,  and  in  addition  to  those  we 
have  the  “Constellatio,”  “Fugio,”  and  Washington  cents. 

The  establishment  of  the  United  States  Mint  in  1792  led  to 
the  beginning  of  the  regular  series  in  1793,  of  which  we  give 
a complete  list  on  page  18.  The  designs  for  our  first  coins 
emanated  from  France,  the  liberty  head  being  taken  from  a 
French  medallic  token  of  the  period.

U.  S.  GOVERNMENT  COINAGE 
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By  the  act  of  April  2,  1792,  a mint  was  authorized  to  be 
established  in  Philadelphia.  The  names  the  coins  were  to  be 
known  by,  also  the  values,  weights  and  finenesses  were 
adopted,  and  thus  were  banished  from-  the  free  Union  of 
States  the  English  pounds,  shillings,  pence  and  farthings.

40  ANCIENT  GREEK  AND  ROMAN  COINS 


Greek  Coins  comprise  the  States 
of  Greece  proper,  and  also  the  Greek 
Colonies  on  the  Mediterranenan, 
principal  among  which  were  Mace- 
donia, Italy,  Sicily,  Asia  Minor,  Syria, 
Egypt,  Carthage,  Spain  and  France. 
Coins  were  first  issued  in  Lydia, 
in  Asia  Minor,  and  later  in  Aegina,  an  island  off  the 
coast  of  Greece.  1 he  date  of  issue  is  also  variously 
placed  hy  numismatists  at  from  600  to  800  B.  C. 
About  the  year  700  B.  C.  is  the  probable  date  of  the 
oldest  coin,  for  in  400  B.  C.,  coins  were  in  general  use, 
and  it  is  safe  to  assume  from  their  great  beauty  and 
rarity,  that  they  had  been  in  existence  for  several  hun- 
dred years. 

The  principal  gold  coin  is  the  stater.  The  values  in 
silver  are  the  tetradrachm,  didrachm,  drachm,  hemi- 
drachm  and  obolus  (the  former  being  about  75  cents 
silver  value,  and  the  latter,  3 cents).  The  copper  fol- 
low in  the  same  general  line,  and  while  varying  in 
size,  the  majority  are  small. 

ROMAN  COINS 

1 he  Roman  silver  and  copper,  while  issued  in  va- 
rious parts  of  the  Empire,  are  generally  uniform  in 
type.  '1  he  gold  coin  is  the  aureus,  the  silver  coins  are 
nearly  all  the  denarius  size,  while  the  bronze  are  in 
three  separate  classes,  the  G.  B.  beinn-  the  dollar  size; 
M.  B.  about  half  dollar  size,  and  the  S.  B.  about  dime 
size.  '1  he  Roman  coins  generally  bear  the  portrait  of 
the  emperor  on  the  obverse  and  some  historical  repre- 
sentation on  the  reverse.

HISTORY  OF  THE  ART  OF  COINAGE  41

The  earliest  authentic  coins  handed  down  to  modern 
times  are  the  gold  staters  of  Asia  Minor.  These  gen- 
erally represented  the  head  of  some  animal  on  the  ob- 
verse, and  the  reverse  was  a rude  punch  mark.  The 
metal,  as  a rule,  being  a composition  of  native  gold 
and  silver,  varies  in  fineness,  and  when  of  poor  quality 
is  called  electrum.  Greece  soon  followed  in  producing 
money,  and  first  among  these  were  the  silver  coins  of 
Aegina,  bearing  a tortoise,  with  the  punch  mark  on 
reverse.  The  earliest  gold  coins  used  in  Greece  were 
the  staters  of  Croesus,  King  of  Lydia,  568-554  B.  C., 
which  were  followed  by  the  darics  (gold)  of  the  Per- 
sian kings. 

From  this  period  coins  evidently  came  rapidly  into 
use,  in  Greece  and  her  colonies,  and  the  style  of  art 
underwent  great  changes  and  improvements. 

The  first  incuse  coins,  a type  peculiar  to  Southern 
Italy,  are  those  of  Tarentum,  about  600  B.  C.  These 
have  the  peculiar  characteristic  of  bearing  the  same  de- 
sign on  both  sides,  the  reverse  being  incused.  Many 
coins  of  Sybaris  of  this  type  are  still  extant,  which  city 
was  destroyed  510  B.  C.  The  style  of  art  progressed 
and  coins  were  soon  struck  with  different  designs  on 
both  sides,  until  a perfection  since  hardlv  equalled  was 
reached,  attributed  to  from  400  to  350  B.  C.  The  su- 
perb medallion  of  decadrachm  of  Syracuse  in  Sicily 
being  an  example  of  the  highest  artistic  perfection. 

The  Greek  regal  coins  followed,  and  show  many 
beautiful  examples  of  fine  work,  but  with  the  Roman 
Conquest  came  a gradual  change.  The  boldness  and 
prominence  of  the  designs  were  gradually  superceded 
by  a more  modified  form  of  greater  regularity.  There 
are  many  fine  examples  of  die  cutting  in  the  Roman 
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series,  but  with  the  exception  of  the  large  bronze  (G. 
B.)  coins,  smaller  pieces  were  generally  used  so  that 
there  was  less  opportunity  for  freedom  of  design.  All 
the  current  Roman  gold  and  silver  were  of  about  dime 
size.  From  about  200  A.  D.,  the  artistic  value  of  coins 
began  to  wane,  until  by  300  A.  D.,  the  portraiture  often 
becomes  of  an  almost  stereotyped  character.  The 
work  of  execution  also  retrograded  rapidly  and  soon 
became  very  crude. 

After  the  fall  of  the  Roman  Empire,  except  for  the 
coins  of  .Constantinople  and  a few  barbaric  pieces, 
coins  even  of  the  crudest  order  seemed  to  almost  dis- 
appear in  Europe  until  the  advent  of  the  Crusades, 
when  flat  or  broad  silver  pieces  first  appeared.  These 
were  generally  of  small  size  and  poorly  executed. 

Between  800-1000  A.  D.,  coins  were  first  struck  in 
France  and  England  of  the  silver  penny  type;  in  Ger- 
many a curious  type  or  coins  known  as  Bracteate  ap- 
peared, which  were  supposed  to  have  been  struck  from 
wooden  dies,  and  show  only  one  side. 

W ith  the  exception  of  a few  Italian  pieces,  there  was 
little  improvement  until  about  1484,  when  crowns  first 
began  to  be  struck,  and  dates  were  first  used  on  coins. 

1 1 oni  1500  to  1600,  the  work  improved  very  rapidly 
and  there  are  many  fine  examples  of  Italian  and  Ger- 
man crowns  which,  with  a few  changes,  gradually  de- 
veloped into  the  modern  type  of  coinage. 

As  curious  examples  of  numismatics  may  be  men- 
tioned the  earliest  Roman  coin,  the  AS,  which  was  a 
crude,  ponderous  piece  of  work,  of  copper,  weighing 
12  oz.,  and  was  one  of  the  largest  coins  in  ancient 
times,  and  of  a period  about  550  B.  C.  Another  re- 
markable series  of  coins,  as  to  weight,  were  struck  in 
Sweden,  1644  to  1758,  the  largest  being  a copper  ten 
daler  which  was  about  twelve  inches  square,  weighing 
17J4  lbs.,  and  called  “plate  money.” 

1 he  largest  silver  coins  were  the  ten  thaler  pieces 
of  Brunswick  and  Lunenburg,  struck  in  1620.  The 
largest  gold  coins  were  struck  about  1700  by  Aurung- 
zib.  Emperor  of  India,  being  1600  rupees,  value  about 
$700.00.  I he  obang  of  Japan,  which  is  oval  in  shape 
and  weighing  105  dwt.,  perhaps  follows,  also  the  hun- 
dred ducat  piece  of  Austria,  struck  about  1700. 
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Numismatics  opens  to  the  inquiring 
mind  a branch  of  study  embracing  a 
much  wider  field  than  any  of  the  sister 
sciences. 


COIN  COLLECTING 


It  is  one  of  the  most  intellectual  pursuits  of  the  day 
and  developes  a taste  for  art,  stimulates  research  in 
history,  geography  and  nearly  every  branch  of  learn- 
ing. It  is  a very  fascinating  and  instructive  pastime, 
inculcating  in  us  habits  of  order  and  has  also  proved 
to  be  quite  a source  of  profit  as  fully  emphasized  by 
those  who  have  collected  in  the  past,  as  the  value  of 
rare  coins  increases  from  year  to  year  so  as  to  become 
an  excellent  investment. 

Coins  are  often  the  only  historical  records  that  we 
have  of  nations  that  have  long  passed  away,  and  which 
would  have  been  buried  in  oblivion  but  for  the  coins 
which  bear  the  names  and  portraits  of  their  rulers  and 
record  events  relating  to  their  history. 

With  a coin  before  us  we  can  feel  acquainted  with 
the  monarch  and  his  times,  for  besides  his  portrait,  we 
usually  have  his  name,  title  and  other  facts.  We  can 
see  the  countenance  of  one  famous  for  his  victories  or 
achievements,  his  nobleness  and  generosity,  or  his 
baseness  and  malignity.  He  is  shown  in  the  exercise 
of  his  power,  as  a monarch,  soldier,  or  usurper.  His 
history  is  brought  clearly  before  us  and  we  can  imag- 
ine his  actions  performed  anew  and  follow  him  through 
the  rise  or  fall  of  his  power. 

We  can  also  see  the  progress  made  in  art  and  civili- 
zation through  the  coinage  of  a country.  The  collec- 
tion of  the  advanced  numismatist  will  contain  speci- 
mens which  will  bear  witness  to  the  refinement  or  bar- 
barism of  a people. 

Rude,  shapeless  coins,  as  a rule  indicate  a low  state 
of  civilization,  while  artistic,  well  finished  pieces  show 
a corresponding  elevation  of  ideas  and  taste. 

It  is  evident  that  coin  collecting  dates  back  to  a very 
early  period.  In  excavations  made  in  ancient  cities, 
large  quantities  have  been  found  together,  each  coin

being  different  and  as  bright  and  new  as  when  they 
left  their  respective  mints,  indicating  that  they  were 
the  hoard  of  some  numismatist  who  in  time  of  trouble 
burned  them  for  safety,  little  dreaming  that  centuries 
would  elapse  before  they  again  saw  the  light  of  day. 

To  the  student  of  numismatics  this  train  of  thought 
naturally  occurs,  and  it  is  hoped  these  brief  remarks 
may  be  an  incentive  to  the  more  careful  study  of  coins 
by  collectors  in  general.  It  is  a true  saying  that  while 
there  are  plenty  of  coin  collectors,  there  are  but  few 
numismaticsts.

The  obverse  of  coins  usually  bears  the  head  or  bust 
of  the  ruler,  with  his  or  her  name  and  title,  if  of  a mon- 
archy, or  a figure  or  emblem  of  Liberty,  if  of  a Repub- 
lic. The  name  of  the  country  and  date  is  usually  on  the 
obverse  side.  The  reverse  usually  bears  the  national  or 
royal  coat  of  arms,  and  the  denominatron  of  the  coin. 
1 he  name  of  the  country  is  often  given  in  Latin,  and 
sometimes  abbreviated,  as  follows:

JACKSON  CENTS— 1834-41 

In  times  of  political  excitement  a certain  class  of 
artists  are  busy  making  caricatures,  giving  by  their 
designs  utterance  to  popular  sentiments,  or  seeking  to 
direct  public  opinion.  At  the  same  time,  die-cutters 
are  busy,  not,  indeed,  employing  their  talents  on  dig- 
nified and  stately  medals,  but  the  informal  mcdalet  or 
token  seeking  to  meet  popular  wishes.  A careful  study 
of  such  works  will  therefore  often  throw  as  much 
light  on  the  currents  of  thought  and  feeling  of  a com- 
munity at  some  particular  crisis  as  many  an  elaborate 
treatise. 

At  several  periods  these  mcdalets  or  tokens  have 
been  produced  and  though  somewhat  of  a political  na- 
ture, they  illustrate  an  eventful  period  of  our  history. 
The  Hard  Times  Tokens,  (or  Jackson  Cents),  were  is- 
sued with  reference  to  the  financial  troubles  from  1834 
to  1841  for  and  against  the  banks  of  the  United  States. 

Of  the  pieces  coming  under  this  classification  several 
hundred  exist,  some  are  very  rare  and  are  eagerly 
sought  for  by  the  advanced  numismatist.

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CIVIL  WAR  TOKENS — 1 £62-63-64 

During  the  civil  war  when  the  government  coinage 
was  for  a brief  period  short  of  the  actual  necessities 
of  trade,  these  little  mementoes  of  the  War  of  the  Re- 
bellion represented  the  small  currency  chiefly  in  use  at 
that  time.  They  were  of  small  size,  all  privately  is- 
sued, and  the  government  did  not  then  interfere.  Mer- 
chants displayed  their  cards  on  them  (often  with  ap- 
propriate or  characteristic  devices)  and  freely  used 
them  in  their  business.  Others  of  a general  type,  were 
supplied  in  suitable  quantities  to  the  purchaser  and 
were  “current  everywhere.” 

They  continued  in  circulation  until  about  1867,  when 
their  use  was  prohibited  by  law.

These  pieces,  made  somewhat  in  imitation  of  the 
quarter,  half,  whole  and  double  eagles,  were  issued  as 
counters  for  gambling  houses.  They  are  of  little 
value,  and  existing  Laws  now  prohibit  their  reproduc- 
tion. 
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CONFEDERATE  HALF  DOLLAR 
The  coinage  of  the  Confederacy  was  extremely  lim- 
ited and  all  may  be  classed  as  rare.  Most  important 
of  these  is  the  silver  half  dollar  (illustrated  above)  the 
history  of  which  is  an  interesting  story  to  collectors. 
At  the  breaking  out  of  the  war,  the  United  States  mint 
at  New  Orleans  was  seized  by  the  Confederacy.  In  the 
seizure  were  the  dies  of  the  half  dollar.  Federal  issue 
of  1861  The  obverse  die  of  this  issue  was  used  and  a 
special  die  prepared  for  the  reverse.  It  is  said  only 
four  of  these  coins  were  struck  by  the  Confederacy, 
and  these  held  by  Confederate  officials.  The  dies  were 
later  confiscated  and  passed  to  the  hands  of  a coin 
dealer.  The  originals  being  very  rare,  the  dealer  pre- 
pared to  issue  re-strikes  by  filing  ofif  the  reverse  of  the 
United  States  1861  half  dollar  and  re-strike  it  with  the 
Confederate  die.  A few  hundred  of  these  re-strikes 
were  made  when  the  die  cracked,  after  which  the 
die  was  sold,  and  now  rests  in  the  Confederate  museum 
at  Richmond,  Va. 

Two  tokens,  intended  for  circulation  in  the  South, 
were  struck  as  a speculative  venture.  They  never 
reached  the  South,  being  confiscated  by  the  Federal 
government.  Another  of  doubtful  authenticity  is  the 
Confederate  cent  of  1861.  Confederate  gold  coins  are 
occasionally  referred  to.  These  are  not  authenticated, 
and  it  is  supposed  the  Bechtler  gold  of  Carolina  and 
Georgia  is  mistaken  for  a Confederate  issue.

The  Second  Continental  Congiess  was  assembled 
May  10th,  1775,  and  one  of  its  first  acts  was  to  issue 
paper  money.  The  bills  though  alike  in  general  char- 
acter, had  different  vignettes  and  Latin  mottoes.  There 
were  three  different  designs  of  frames,  reading:  The 

United  Colonies,  dated  1775,  1776  and  1777;  The  United 
States,  dated  1777  and  1778;  The  United  States  of 
North  America,  dated  1779.  In  all  there  were  nine 
different  issues,  in  which  the  following  values  were 
used:  1-6,  1-3,  1-2,  2-3,  dollars;  $1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8, 

20,  30.  35,  40.  45,  50,  55,  60,  65,  70,  80.

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Colonial  and  Continental  Paper  Money 

The  Continental  money  went  the  way  of  nearly  all 
promises  to  pay,  which  are  not  backed  up  by  something 
more  substantial  than  promises.  The  confederation 
was  indeed  pledged  to  redeem  these  bills,  and  each 
colony  its  proportion  of  them  by  the  year  1779.  Nev- 
ertheless, they  began  to  lose  their,  value  in  1777,  and 
by  the  year  1778,  five  or  six  dollars  of  it  would  only 
pass  for  one. 

But  this  was  only  the  beginning*  of  its  depreciation. 
In  1779,  twenty-seven  or  twenty-eight  dollars  of  it 
were  only  worth  one  of  hard  money,  silver,  and  by  the 
middle  of  1780,  bills,  almost  ceased  to  circulate;  and 
when  they  did  circulate,  it  was  at  less  than  a hun- 
dredth part  of  their  normal  value.  Yet  Coneress  had 
ordered  that  they  should  be  a lawful  tender  for  the 
payment  of  debts,  at  their  full  nominal  value,  and  the 
soldiers  were  to  be  paid  in  them.  With  all  its  faults, 
it  accomplished  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  issued 
and  supplied  the  sinews  of  war  for  fighting  to  a suc- 
cessful termination.  Great  Britain,  the  richest  nation 
in  the  world. 

For  a time,  they  were  carefully  hoarded  in  vain  hope 
that  they  might  some  day  be  redeemable;  then  after 
several  generations  had  passed  away  the^  were  brought 
forth  from  their  hiding  places  to  enrich  the  album  of 
the  collector,  and  we  can  supply  interesting  specimens 
of  these  notes  in  choice  condition  at  from  25c  to  $1.00 
each,  according  to  the  Colony  and  denomination  de- 
sired. 

OUR  EARLY  BANKS 

The  first  bank  in  this  country  was  established  in 
Boston  in  1686,  by  John  Blackwell  and  others,  the  first 
regularly  chartered  bank  in  the  United  States  was  the 
Bank  of  North  America  in  Philadelphia,  which  began 
in  1782.  This  was  followed  by  the  Bank  of  New  York 
being  established  in  1784. 

The  Bank  of  the  United  States  was  chartered  in  1791, 
and  banks  soon  became  very  numerous.  The  promis- 
cuous issue  of  bills  by  banks  all  over  the  country  was 
continued  until  the  establishing  by  the  Government  in 
1863  of  the  present  National  Bank  System. 
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FRACTIONAL  OR  POSTAGE  CURRENCY 


Specie  payments  were  suspended  about  January  1, 
1862,  when  both  gold  and  silver  coins  disappeared  from 
circulation.  The  place  of  the  subsidiary  silver  coins 
was  for  a time  supplied  by  tickets,  due  bills,  notes  and 
other  forms  of  private  obligations,  which  were  issued 
by  merchants,  manufacturers,  and  others  whose  busi- 
ness required  them  to  “make  change.”  Congress  soon 
interferred,  and  authorized  a modified  form  of  postage 
stamps  called  postage  currency,  (see  page  60),  which 
developed  into  fractional  paper  currency  in  denomina- 
tions and  varieties  as  listed  below.

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U.  S.  ENCASED  POSTAGE  STAMPS 


The  breaking  out  of  our  late  civil  war,  caused  the 
entire  people  of  the  North  to  hoard  everything  issued 
by  the  Government  that  had  any  element  of  intrinsic 
value.  Early  in  1862  gold  went  out  of  sight  of  the 
people  as  a circulating  medium,  followed  almost  imme- 
d'ately  by  silver,  and  even  nickel  and  copper  coins 
soon  commanded  a premium  and  were  thus  practically 
withdrawn  from  circulation  and  the  people  found  them- 
selves without  the  means  of  carrying  on  the  simplest 
mercantile  transactions,  without  great  inconvenience. 

In  this  great  emergency,  attention  was  almost  imme- 
diately directed  to  the  only  remaining  issue  of  the  Gov- 
ernment that  represented  money  in  amounts  below  one 
dollar,  namely  the  Postage  Stamps.  The  people  in 
their  great  faith  in  everything  that  emanated  from 
their  Government,  unhesitatingly  accepted  even  this 
flimsy  circulating  medium,  and,  had  it  been  of  a more 
durable  nature  the  fractional  postage  currency  would 
probably  never  have  been  heard  of.  Small  envelopes 
at  first  were  made  to  hold  them,  the  amount  they  con- 
tamed  being  printed  on  the  outside,  but  it  was  not  un- 
til 1862,  when  Mr.  J.  Gault  of  New  York  City,  con- 
ceived the  idea  of  encasing  the  Stamp  in  a metalic 
frame,  that  they  were  made  negotiable,  he  obtaining 
from  the  U.  S.  Government  his  patent  and  immediately 
engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  them. 

They  consisted  of  an  unused  U.  S.  Postage  Stamp, 
framed  in  a circular  brass  case,  the  face  protected  by 
a layer  of  mica  and  the  back  containing  advertisements 
of  the  period.  The  1,  3,  5,  10,  12,  24,  30  and  90  cents 
were  the  only  values  thus  encased,  the  so-called  9c. 
value  being  a fraud. 
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That  the  Government  fully  appreciated  the  services
